Satu rday to answer the petition or

n ow the fall of 1 95 4 and has voted in 


the Democratic prim ary for the 
last 12 years. 
The writ indicates that 
F o r d 
changed his testimoney somewhat 
from the Feb ru ary 24 hearing. His 
petition states that he has main­ 
tained a residence with his father 
prior to Nov. 6, 1957 and

u ntil after the Novemb er general 
election. In his hearing testimony 
here he states that he had main­ 
tained a permanent residence at 
his 85-acre Madison Twp., farm 
since 1954.

WASHINGTON u n - 
The Hou se 
Agricu ltu re Committee is ex pect­ 
ed to give its qu ick approval this 
afternoon to a Senate-passed b ill 
to freeze farm price su pports and 
acreage allotments at 1957 levels. 
The Senate sent the b ill to the 
Hou se Satu rday althou gh a split 
developed among farm state 
Re­ 
pu b licans. Some declared there 
is no occasion for 
passage of 
emergency 
stopgap 
legislation 
b efore Congress can act o n an 
omnib u s farm b ill covering 
all 
cu rrent agricu ltu ral prob lems. 
Other Repu b licans disagreed. 
The COP split, however, did not 
appear likely to affect ex pected 
Hou se passage of the b ill some­ 
time nex t week. 
Despite the threat of a presi­ 
dential veto, b oth Repu b licans and 
Democrats forecast Hou se passage 
of the b ill b y a su b stantial margin 
as qu ickly as leader* can b ring 
it to the floor. This will prob ab ly 
b e Thu rsday or Friday. 
Several 
Repu b lican 
memb ers 
were u nhappy over the prospect of 
a veto b y President 
Eisenhower 
and its effect on fu tu re farm leg­ 
islation at this session.

“ I THINK a b ill like this is the 
wrong approach.” Rep. Harrison

MIAMI, FU. (J*—Dynamite ex ­ 
plosions damaged Jewish centers 
in Miami and Nashville, Tenn , 
Su nday. 
Police were e x 
a m i n i n g the 
wreckage for clu es to the identity 
of the terrorists. 
An anonymou s telephone caller 
linked the Tennessee incident 
to 
school integration and threatened 
that a federal ju dge “ wou ld 
b e 
shot down in cold b lood.” 
The Miami b last came at 2:20 
a. rn,, doing at least $30,000 worth 
of damage to the school recreation 
annex o f Temple Beth El, located 
in the sou thwest section of the 
city. Doors were b lown ou t, a hole 
torn in a concrete wall and a 
kitchen ceiling, the roof lifted and 
walls shifted on the fou ndation. 
The Nashville ex plosion, shortly 
after 8 p. m., smashed the front 
doors o f the Jewish commu nity 
center. It ripped down the ceiling 
of the reception hill 
and b roke 
panes of glass. Damage was esti­ 
mated at $6,000. 
There were no inju ries. 
Almost as soon as the roar of 
the ex plosion died 
at Nashville^ 
Rab b i William B. Silverman of the 
Jewish temple there got a tele­ 
phone call warning, “The temple 
» s going to b e nex t.” The callw 
also told the rab b i Federal Ju dge 
William E. Miller “ wou ld b e shot 
down in cold b lood.”

Two hou rs and 23 minu tes later,

Eisenhower

gu ard was in orb it. 
His annou ncement that the Van­ 
gu ard 3‘4 -pou nd “ moon ’ was cir- 
cling the earth with the

Ex plorer and Ru ssia’s Spu tnik II 
tou ched off a celeb ration in Navy 
circles here and among personnel

With a lau nching to the east on 
an equ atorial orb it, the Vangu ard 
satellite wou ld have an inclination 
to ab ou t the latitu de of ab ou t 35 
degrees.

It was ex pected to fo llo w an 
elliptical cou rse ranging b etween 
the altitu des of 30o and 1,500 miles, 
and to circle the earth every 90 to 
IOO minu tes.

The Associated Press sou ght the 
cooperation of BUC Ad min istrator 
Jam es Tichen or, labor an d bu si­ 
n ess lead ers. Here are an swers to 
some of the most frequ en tly asked 
qu estion s. 
What is the BUC an d what d oes 
it d o? 
It is a state agen cy con sistin g of 
two main d iv ision s—the Ohio State 
Employ men t Serv ice an d the Di­ 
v ision of Un employ men t Compen ­ 
sation . Its fu n ction is qu ite sim­ 
ple. The BUC tries to fin d a laid 
off worker a n ew job an d , if he 
meets certain qu alification s set by 
law, giv e him a weekly su bsis­ 
ten ce check d u rin g most or all of 
his period of u n employ men t. 
Are the. BUC’* operation s v ery 
exten siv e? 
Yes. The BUC employ s 2,600 per­ 
son s an d main tain s 58 employ men t 
offices scattered ov er the state, 
makin g it by far the largest clear­ 
in g hou se for jobs an d job in for­ 
mation in Ohio. In 19 57 the employ ­ 
men t serv ice fou n d jobs for 433,- 
264 person s while the compen sa­ 
tion d iv ision d istribu ted $85,657,210 
in ben efit checks. Ben efits paid 
sin ce passage in 19 36 of the Ohio 
Un emn lov mcn t Compen sation Act 
total $780,683,805. 
From where d oes the BUC get 
its fu n d s? 
F rom the Ohio Un employ men t 
Tru st Fu n d . The 619 million d ol­

men) about the. present unsatis­ 
factory farm situation . . . 
Now that the whole economy
